Change Claims 1 to 14 to read as follows: 
1. Piston for a hydraulic dashpot, whereby the piston (1) is mounted on 
one end of a piston rod (3), travels back and forth inside a cylinder (2), wfuch it 
divides into two chambers (4 & 5), and has a body (10) provided witKaxial 
channels (6 & 7), each of which can be opened and dosed at the^d by a one- 
way valve in the form of a cup spring or stack of cup springs [8 & 9), 
independently adjusting their tensions for both the coiMression and the suction 
phases, characterized in that the cup springs (8 & 9)/rest against and in 

alignment with the body, and the tension is adji^d by deforming the body 

/ 

resiliently or plasticly against its contact surface. 
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2. Piston as in Claim 1, characterized in that the body (10) is in several 
parts.

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3. Piston as in Claim 2, characterized in that the body (10) is composed of 
a central bolt (11) with a .conhnuous collar (22) and of two piston halves (12 & 
13) that rest axially against and accommodate the collar at each end.
